' American Cotton Goods in England. 

(From tho Loudou World, July 25lh.) 

One day last ,vveek a 'CorreBpondenfc 
of the "Times'* brought a discovery 

. ...to tbo nolicu of that joiu'nal in tho 
'iollo\vi:ig lottor: — "I chaucetl lately 
to go into 11 viilago Hhop whore cotton 
goods nro koUI. On the counter liiy n 
largo pieco of cotton cloLU or calico on 
■which was stamped an eagle on a rock, 
occupyiug ten inches, -vvilh the words, 
'Tbiri cloth was made iu America;' and 
a second piece, also Auioricau, with 
the name of an English In in as agent, 
loth a penny a yard uhcapor than the 
English of the same, or rather inferior, 
quality." We must say that it takes 
••enterprising" daily contemporaries 
. alongtitne to find out what is going 
•"■•^Oh in our country. Their foreign cor- 
respondence, as a rnlo, is excellent: if 
a Hindoo does not get enough to eat, 
whole columns uro sent about the in- 
cident from Calcutta; but to events 
which are happening at our own doors 
■ they see n to pay no attention what- 
ever. A lire, in which four poor 
creatures are bi. rat alive in London, is 
dismissed in thrdo lines^at^theT'bottoip 
of a column; while the sub'mariiie tele- 
graph and ft forc'. of special correspon- 
dents are called : u to roport that a 
"drunken Cossack has killed a llou- 
mauian peasant at l^arapau." There 
appears tp us to be great room for a 
paper which would coadescend to give 
a little news now and then. Nothing 
more important has ever happened in 
the history of English trade than the 
threatencnd displacement of oar cot- 
ton manufactures by thoso of America. 
Tet we have for months looked in vain 
for a word in the "leading journals" 
on the subject. Piece goods from the 
Lonsdale Mills of Now Yoik State are 
now sold in overv town in Eugland at 
a lower price and better quality ^ban 
English goods uf a noininally correa- 
ponuing grade. Is not tho falling off 
of oar Laucasbire trade very mysteri- 
ous? People who' go about the world 
with their. eyes. shut think that it is. 
This fact is'-that the Americans are 
beating us in our own h(dd— a f.ict 
whiidi it may take the political econo- 
mists and city editors a long time to 
digest, but which, unfortunately, will 
soon be brought home to us all by the 

,i spectaclo of thousands of workingmen 
thrown 'permanently out of employ- 
ment, and tbij hopeless paralysis of a 
chief sourco of our couimercial jjros- 
perity. The disaster mighti still bo 
warded off if our manufacturers would 
only bestir themselves to meet and 
dislodge their rivals; but they are told 
by tho city editor u'l tho "Times" and 
other authorities that it "is only a 
passing cloud;" and although thoy 
have been told tho same thing for three 
or four years, and the oloud has not 
passed, yet they go on "believing it and 
p.icsontl'y will bo rudely shaken out of 
the fuol's paradi'io iu wliieh thoy have 
boon slumt'Oring. Yv e repeatedly told 
the public lusL year in these columns 
that American manufactured cotton 
could be bought better and cheaper in 
London than the products of tho 
Lancashire mills. It has taken tho 
"Times" Jul^, 1877, to lind out the 
same pieco of news. How long will it 
take our contciDjiorary to ri])preheud 
its full meaning and si:,'nilicaneo?

Ah Sue, a Chionman, clmiged with sell- 
ing intoxicating liquor to Indians, hsving 
pleaded guilty, was sentenuod to thrao 
months' imprisonment and a fine of $50, 
in default of paymontj two months' in ad- 
dition. 

Jim, a Bella Coolla Indian, charged 
with having in his possession a bottle con- 
taining an intoxicant, was- sentenced to 
one montb'a imprisonment with* bard la- 
bor. 

Felix Martin, ou roinand from Scjit. 
7th, charged with iiiocudiivrisni. 

T. Wilson, lioing duly sivorii, deposed 
as follows: — Ho was in Felix. Martin's sa- 
loon on Sunday morning last; left thora 
betwQou 4:30 and 5 a.m.; w.is in the room 
facing on Fort street; loft Miirtin and John 
Tod, jr., there in the snmo room; in going 
out passed through tho rociiu la which the 
lire is Bupposed tu hava origitaated; saw 
no light or fire of auy kind; tboro was no 
smell of coal oil; eaw no coal oil lamps; 
"wai in the back-room after the fire was 
ont; the room was then pretty well burnt 
up; vent into the saloon afterwards; did 
not notice any peculiar smell; saw the 
polieomen thero, but did not take any par- 
ticular notice as t;) what they wera doing; 
' only remained in tho building a short 
time. 

In answer to Mr. Robertson, witness 
aaid ho remen»bered Partridge leaving tho 
zoom with Reynolds; had no idea of what 
time elapsed between their leaving and 
the time he left; remembered Mr. Rick- 
man leaving; it was about 10 or 15 min- 
utes boforo tha witness left; did not re- 
collect any convor.sition about Tod'a leav- 
ing; did not notice anything unusual in 
Martin prior to witnoss leaving; could not 
say whether Martin won or lost; the limit 
of tho game was SI; part of the timo the 
game was going on Partridge was in and 
out botweau the billiard room and where 
. they wore playing; driuks and cigari were 
furnished f rorj^uently >dnring tho game; 
Partridge brought them in; bolioved Mar- 
tin bruught thorn in once or twica; tho 
door bot\reen tho two card-rooms was 
open during tho evening; did not observs 
anyouo go into tho inuor room, excepting 
whoii thny passed through on leaving; 
when Hickman was about to loava witnosi 
proposed to play 12 more deals; did not 
go behind tho bar aflur tho tiro. 

R. B. Thompson, being sworn, said ho 
was in tho habit of cKumining his rooms 
every night; the rooms are in the Occi- 
dental buihling and next to Martin'.s bil- 
liard rooms; before retiring on Saturday 
night last, between 10 and ll o'clock, lio 
examined his premises; there was no ^gn 
of fire; before going to sleep turned out 
tlio lamp; some one e^lied him in tho 
ruoriiiiig, it w.is dayli;;lir; on coming out 
of liis roura lie mot LiuH.suy, and with 
him broke open thu door leading into ttio 
inner card room; heard tho tiro crackling, 
and oould also see the tiro through tho 
glass door; the ofldcer .kicked the door sev- 
eral times but not succeeding in opening 
it tho witness assisted him; on tho door 
opening lie Wits nearly iir.fToeated ; wont to 
tha licnul of the .ilairs and ;:.s soon as jiossi- 
bln wont down out.si'le into llie fresh air; 
bo felt certain t hat if the smoke iiad got, 
into his bed-room ho would have beuu 
snfifocated. 

In answer to Mr. Robertson, wituoas 
said iio remomhorod afe'w daysjiefore tho 
lire iMartin eijmi)).iine(l of some snu)ko 
oomiug into his room; tho smoke appear- 
ed to oonie out of the stovo in tho card- 
room; B*w Martin put his baud in the 
etove, but could not say whether thero 
vas any &r0 thero. 

In answer to Superintendent Bowdcn 
witness stiid that a few days before tlio 
firo Martin came into witness' rooms and 
asked hiiii where ho sh'pt. 

In answer to iiXr. Robertson, witness 
said ho thought Martin at this time came 
to see witness xivofessioually; he was only 
thetc a.few minutes; it. was a oabinet bed; 
IxQ unlocked the case and showed him tha 
bed. 

In answer to Ihu Court — Tho light lie 
(witness) usod was a coal oil Lamp that 
night; it has been used since the firo. 

In answer to Mr. Robertson — Used tho 
lamp on Monday; someone who was in the 
room lighted it as the jury v,-anteu it; did 
not rooolluct whether he picked up tho 
glass or wln'tiier it wan iiainled to liiiu; 
kept th(! coal oil in a brandy Ijottio in tho 
back room ; tlier(> was p;irt of ouo bottlo; 
after tho lire his roonii: were all o|-en. 

Thos. Niittall said ho was agent for the

IHth August last; it was "for §28(10; a now

AFTER RECESS. 
William Pollard, being sworn, said he 
wosan attorney; knew Felix Martin;doou- 
ments of a transfer had been prepared by 
him of a chattel mortgage between Martin 
and another; the other party was John 
Tod, jr.; thero was also a policy of insur- 
ance in the transfer; from what ho had 
■eon in the papers ho believed tho policy 
was elfeotod in tho Phcntiix; tho amountof 
the policy was §2800; the date of tho mort- 
gage he believed was tho 31sfc July. Tho 
consideration in tbe mortgage was S2000; 
did not seo any money pass on tho execu- 
tion of that mortgage bstwoen Tod and 
Martin; did not think there was any pro- 
missory note given then. 

In answer to Mr. Robertson — There was 
a hill of sale from Martin to Tod about 
April last; two or threo months after that 
Tod applied to register this bill of salo, 
but tho act required that it should l)o ro- 
gistorod within 21 days of tho elocution 
of the bill of sale; it was thought well to 
draw up another; that was tho reason no 
money passed; there was a policy of ns- 
suranco assigned in tho bill of salo; saw 
the poUoyat the timo; it was assigned to 
J. H. Turner in part and jiart to Findlay, 
Durham i Brodio; he reeoinmendod that 
the policy bo reassigned by Turner and 
Fiudlay, Durham & Brodio to Martin, 
and by him assigned to Tod; that was not 
done; Martin said tho policy would run 
out in a short time and that tho new noli- 
cy could be assigned to Tod; this 'was 
agreeable to Tod, providing JMnrliu us- 
Higiied tho now policy to him. 

William Suouci-r testified that on Sun- 
day morning last, a little after 5 o'clock, 
he heard the fire-bolls ring; got up and 
looked round his own promises, but saw 
no fira; after tliat he dressed and went 
down View street to Donglav&nd thence 
to Fort street; he smelt coal oil and then 
saw lire at Martin's billiard saloon; then 
ran down and helped the liremen. 

In answer to Mr. Robertson, witness 
said ho was at tho corner of Douglas and 
Fort street when ho smelt coal oil burn- 
ing; did nqt take notice of any smell of 
coal oil after that. , ^ 

Special officer Black said tliat last Sun- 
day morning he was on duty on (iovorn- 
ment street by the Bank of British Colum- 
bia; saw a smokoovor the druggist's store; 
it was thick, b!n.ok smoke, coming from a 
ventilator in the roof; went down to i<ort 
street, and then saw the smoke commenc- 
ing to come through the top; of one ef the 
windows; it was the fourth window from 
the west end; ho triod tho Fort street en 
franco but it was fastened; ho wont round 
to tho eutrauco ou Govornincnt street; 
went up stairs; tried ft door at tlio side, 
but it was fast, all the^doors wore locked; 
he called oat if any one was thero; had 
heard roioes there sometime before; could 
hear the fire oraokliqg and burning; ho 
then went to Thompson's rooms, tried his 
doors, but they wero all locked; ho then 
wont to his bedroom door and kicked it to 
awaken Thompsoo, aftor which he went 
and rang tho Uro-bell; did not go into tho 
building again till tho hre inquest. 

'In<RD8Ver't6; Mr. Robertson witness 
saidhe was on duty from 9 p.m. ou Satur- 
day till 6 a.m. on Sunday; his beat was 
the block bounded by Govornmont.Yates, 
Douglas and Fort streets; was round sov- 
ofal times that night; it might have been 
half-an-hour before bo saw the firo that he 
passed tbe saloon; conld not swear ho saw 
lights there ait that titaej it v& daylight; 
he believed the blinds were drawn; did 
not seo any of tho partj' from the room 
that morning; recollected seeing Tod 
while tho lire was going on. 

Sergeant Bloomlield swore that on Sun- 
day morning ho vvas at tho lire at the Vic- 
toria Club room; aftor the engines liad 
done playing he vsnt up to the rooms; 
thero he saw the Superintendent behind 
tho bar; he called witness' attention to a 
smell of coal oil; ho looked about tho 
shelves and finally went to tho lower 
lockers, removed aovoral bottles gand 
pieces of bottles out of ouo, and on reach- . 
ing his hand down to tho water found it 
smelt of coal oil, und took somo of the 
liquid up ill the glass produced; found it 
smelt very strongly of coal oil and si)irits 
mixed with water; witness handed it to the 
Superintendent and then removed bottles 
from two of tho other bins, one of which 
(biuj) smelt » great deal stronger of coal 
oil than the rest; ho then dipped up three 
parts of a bucket of tho liquid with tho 
half-pint measure produced; ho afterwards 
saw tho two iron hoops and wire haudle 
jiroduced, jiickod up in tho room whore 
the tiro originated; bo took tho liquid 
down to Mr. Jones, at Langley's, for him 
to exumiuo; ho had examined several of 
the bottles about to see if there was any 
couL oil, bat found no bottla containing 
it. 

In answor to Mr. Rolioi-lson— When he 
went upstairs he could only get as far as 
tho door of the two card-rooms, as thoy 
were then ploying on the two rooms with 
water; when he went up tho second timo 
thero wero several persons tliero; imme- 
diately ho got into the door tho Snperin- 
tondent called his all I'lil ieii lo the co;'.l 
oil; ho then stoojieJ down and ciamineil 
tho four lockers ou the floor, wlii>re thi! 
small of coal oil was strongest; ilid not 
know whether any policeman ha ! !)'.'en in 
charge of tbo place up to tho iiKpiest; saw 
bottles like the two produced; had not 
been up in the rooms since tho iiuiuost; 
got most of tho co'd oil from tho tiro lock- 
ers noxt the southeast cornor of tho card- 
room. 

Oflicer Lindsoy testified that ho was at 
the fire on Sunday moruing;8aw Sergeant 
Bloomfield dip up somo liquid from the 
floor of tho saloon behind tho bar; there 
iTAS a great (iin.-dl of coal oil; iiu lULyr- 
wards went into tliO card-room where the 
lire is supposed to have (jri^'inalcd, and 
in tho cornor scraped back a lot of burnt 
wood, some burnt hoops and a wire liandlo 
similar to those 'on the bucket produced ; 
tho^dobr of tlie room burst in was locked 

bored being soiit up to g(;t some bottles 
from tho scono of tho firo on Thursdoy; 
thoy were put in his charge by Mr. Jack- 
son; his attention was directed to the 
looker in which tho bottlci wero found; 
tho looker was in the midille row witness' 

ult,-iit;,,u was e,.li,..i I,,, >w,, r,. iwj.,;,, u^,, 
stood by Mr. JackMon; all around where 
tho bottlo had stood ^sui black, but under 
tho bottle was tho clean wood; from tho 
appoarauco of t.hn board it was hi.s 
opinion that tho bottlo had been (itanding 
tiiore during the lire; the bottles ])roduo- 
ttu are IhoBti givuu in his cuargo by Mr, 



Jackson; vas not atrare that any further 
search had been made by tbe police since 
this. 

Superiaie&dent Bowdeu being sworn, 
said that "oil" Sunday morning last when 
he was awoke by fire bells ho got up, 
dressed, veut out and found Martin's 
billiard saloon on fire; a dense smoke was 
issuing from tha windows and tho roof; 
saw tho liremon and others removing 
things from Morison's drug store, from 
Johnson's seed store, and also, ixoiaa. 
Short's, the gunsmith's store; he remain- 
ed outside till tho firemen had ceased to 
throw water c^n tho building; ho then 
wont up tho staircuso on Government 
street, through the billiard room and two 
card rooms; after leaving tho card rooms 
ho began searching behind the bai, 
where he found a very strong smell of 
coal oil; the first thing ho picked up was 
the piece of wood produced; it smelt very 
strongly of coal oil; be also picked up 
some burnt rags which smelt of coal oil; 
the witness drew Sergeant Bloomfield's 
attention to the smell, and told him to 
look round and see if he conld find where 
it came from; Bloomfield took bottles out 
of the lower lockers behind the bar; aftor 
this the witness wont into tbe inner card 
room, or tho one in which the firo is sup- 
posed to have originated, and they found 
thoro two hoops, burnt paper, Seo. ; these 
wero taben down to the police barracks 
and ■ -eked up; discovered the smell of 
coal oil between 7 and 8 o'olook. 

In answer to Mr. Robertson— Ho went 
into tho rooms immediately aftor the fire- 
men had stop])ed working; Bloomfield 
made the only search at the lockers; tho 
witness did not take bottles out of avsry 
locker; not having examined every bottlo 
in tho lockers could not sweor that tho 
coal oil did not come from , one .of them ; 
did not leave any policeman in charge, 
but had the key of tho front door; did not 
leave a policeman in charge on account of 
11. Partridge saying that ho should take 
charge of the place as it was his master's 
property; tho witness ordered the peoplti 
out; R. Partridge showed him the safo; 
did not see Martin in the saloon till after 
the coal oil bad been discovered and the 
witness had sent < a. policeman for him; 
could not swear that Martin -was not in 
the buildin;; before witness sent for him; 
finding the cual oil thoro was one of tho 
ressoiis why ho arrsstod Martin; had 
no conversation with Partridge prior to 
Martin's arrest; the only conversation he 
had with Partridge on Sunday was asking 
him whether ho had ever seen coal oil 
used up tlioie; remembered tho bottles 
produced being brought into tho court; 
they wore brought by Ollicor Lindsay; 
could not say that thoy camo from the 
saloon; did Bot go and make a further 
search after this because he never thought 
of it; on Sunday last gavo orders that no 
one should seo Martin except a profes- 
sional man; ho remembered Mr. Leigh 
(tho under sheritl') coming to the door 
and saying he wanted to see Martin; ho 
told him he was busy; did not see that 
Leigh had a parcel. 

In answer to the conrt— There ■were 
two prisoners in the yard at that time; it 
is tho rule of the prison that no ono can 
see a person charged, with a serious crime 
excoiit with tho pjrmission of tho Super- 
intendent or the Sheriff. 

Tho court thou adjourned at 5 p.m.

Laiug, from his splendid physique, was 
selected by the chief as bis owu particu- 
lar slave, and the party wore kept in cap- 
tivity some months until tho Hudson Bay 
Company ransomed them with blankets. 
Laiug was tho designer and builder of 
many of the small craft that pljy in these 
waters, and onjoys the reputation of be- 
ing a thoroughly honest man, a good hus- 
band and father and an excellent citizen. 
May ho have a pleasant reunion with tho 
friends of his youth in tho land o' cakes, 
and in the fulness of timo return rejuven- 
ated and refreshed by his long holiday.

EUROPE. 
Paeis, Sept. G. — Thoro are throo 
counts in the indictment against Gam- 
betta which charge offenses aj^ainst the 
person of tho president and against 
the republic, including ono for tho 
paasago in his Lillo 82)CGclt ending 
with tho words "Ho Koumottro au so 
demittro." Thero aie six counts for 
public.inBvUts toministera, .' The gov 
ornment'wili not permit the trial to 
be reported. 

Paris, Sept. G. — Madame Thiors 
having accepted au ofBcial fuuoral for 
her husband only on cor.dition of being 
herself allowed to arrange the order of 
procession, tbe gOTernment has an- 
nulled tbe decree brderiiig' a 'state 
funeral. It cannot be disp'enBej'd ' with 
tho regulations of tbe prbcessio'n in 
oilicial ceremonies. The government 
therefore will merely pay tlie docQased 
tho military honor lo which bo is en- 
titled having been a dignitary of the 
Legion ofHonor and formerly Chief of 
State. 

London, Sept. G. — A correspondent 
nt Paris commenting upon the aban- 
donment of a public funeral for Mr. 
Thiers says the funeral will assume 
the character of apartydemomBtratiou 
and in the present excited state of tbo 
public mind it is looliod forward to 
with .somo approhonsions. Violent 
ai tides iu tho Bonapartist press, es- 
pocinlly tho "Pays," scorn designed to 
provoke tbo public to a breach of the 
poacG. 

Tho "LeDefenso" says all political 
mnnifestations will bo put down with 
tbo utmost rigor. The Cuiras.siors 
who bavo boon out mauinuvring for 
some days have been recalled to Paris. 

Dundee, Sept. G. — Tho Town Council 
voted ex-Presidont Grant the freedom 
of the city. 

London, Sept. 7. — The Couucii of 
Aberdeen yoatorday unanimously re- 
solved to confer tlie freedom of tho 
city upon G-eneral Grant. 

A telegram received at Dundee yes- 
terday from Grant states that he would 
be unable to revisit the town and wan 
therefore obliged to decline its offered 
freedom. Tho General will receive 
tbe freedom of Wick this evening, of 
Inverness to-morrow and of Elgin 
nest week. 

London, Sept. G. — It is said the 
Pope who is itnprovinf^ in health has 
baa definitely resolved to restore tbo 
Roman Hiearchy in Scotlnud. Cardinal 
Manning will sliortly go to Borne on a 
confidential mission in that connection. 

Bucharest, Sept!, 6.— ^An important 
engagement took place near Rustcbuck 
yesterday morning. Soon afterwards 
the Russians bogau tho bombardment 
of the city from Stobosnia which was 
replied to by tbe Turks. The cannon- 
ade lasted all ye^rday and pontinues 
to-day. 

The Turks from Widdin attempted 
last night to reach Campercgeui near 
Kalafat in boats; but were driven back 
by the Eoumauian battery. 
/ The garrison of AViddin has been 
raised to 8,000 men in conseqaence of 
the threatening attitude of Serviil. 

BuniARKST, Sept. 0. — A correspon- 
dent says peace is impossible until tho 
Turks aro complotoly crushed. If the 
Czar outers Moscow after concluding an 
unsatisfactory pcaco it would be at the 
point of the bayonet, 

BEtiGRADE, Sept. 6 — A dispatch states 
that tho first class of tho militia has been 
ordered at all points of concontrstioH 
l)y tho 13th. All commanders of corps 
leave Belgrade to-day. The second clasis 
of the militia has been ordered in readi- 
ness to march. Prince Milan will tako. 
chief command. Several members of tho 
diplomatic corps have made separate ro- 
monstrances to Prince Milan with regard 
to his war preparations. Tho Prince ia 
stated to have answered evasively. It is 
reported that Prince Gortschakoff has 
urged Servia to enter the field as soon a* 
possible. 

CoNsTANTrKoFm;, Sept. G—Tht Turkish 

I'omir.ander in ller;'.";-;dvina reports'that a 
hand (jf 2000 Montenegrins surrounded a 
village near I'ressika int'jnding to get 
cattle and corn. During tho uight a 
fresh baud arrived whom the first baud 
Supposed to be Turks. A fierce combat 
"toUowed, Many wero killed and a great 
number wounded wore dincovored next 
morning. 

London, Sept. ti— The Earl of Derby, 
Foreign Minister, speaking at Liverpool 
last evening, siud he did not think tho 
present moment favornblo for any inter- 
position l)y third parties in favor of peace;

Midmght Bispatcli. 

EUROPE, 

Nl■:^^ Tiniii, ni'|il. T<. — 'lIk^ iicrnM has 
the following on tho attack on Plevna 
yesterday dated nt Porodin, Sept. 4th, at 
10 p.m.: — Fightinur began this morning 
about 10 o'olook. Tho advauoe had be- 
gun about 6, but there was djOniiderablo 
delay owing to the irregularities' of tho 
ground nt various points along the 18 



milea of front. Tho Turkish outposts 
wero onconntorcd almost immediately by 
the Russian skirmish line, but they fell 
back without any hesitation after seeing 
that tho advance was made in force. When 
tho Turkish out])osls hadfallou backupon 
their main picket the lino of the Russian 
army was at oucostrongthened and engag- 
ed tho enemy until tho main body began 
to arrive. Tho rogimouts as they camo 
up wore immediately formed in lino of 
battle and at once became engaged. Tha 
artillery firo along tho entire lino of the 
Russian advance was steady and destruct- 
ive. Tho Russian gunners by their rapid 
practice admirably covered tho advance 
of their infantry as tho latter pushed for- 
ward seeking closor contact with tho ene- 
my. Tho Turks in the meantime were 
fighting stubbornly but entirely on the 
defensive. The fighting that ensued as 
soon as the entire move.mont had boon 
fairly unmasked by tho Russians was of 
tho most terrific character, both on the 
part of tho Turks and their assailants. Al- 
most every strategic point along the whole 
lino of operations was the scene of des- 
perate chargos by the Russians. In every 
instance when thoy reached the Turkish 
positions they succeeded iu carrying thom 
despite tho irregularity of the ground oc- 
cupied by their forces. Tho Turkish po- 
sitions, though in tho main well chosen 
on hilly ground, wero stormed with an 
impetuosity that swept tho enomy before 
it, though in many instances at heavy loss 
in killed and wounded. Tho dofenco of 
tho Turks was determined and desperate- 
but they wore unable to withstand the on- 
slaught of their opponontw, and were com- 
pelled to retire sullenly from position 
after position. Before noon the Turkfi 
had boon' driven into their last line re- 
trenchments. Mcanwliile having been in- 
formed by spies of the existenco of a road 
or sort of spur on the main thorou<.'hfarQ - 
between Byela and Plevna, the Grand 
Duko ordered a division of cavalry to 
make tho detour necessary to it and to at- 
tempt a flank movomout from tho north- 
ward. Tho operation is now being car- 
ried on. As I write the last sentence a 
courier dashed into camp. He was re- 
ported to say that the troop? of the left 
were doing grand work before Lovatz and 
the town would bo taken before dark. A 
BtafT officer high in rank said to me a mo- 
ment Liter, "If that be truoweshall enter 
Plevna to-morrow." I can only say that 
OTorything seems to indicate snch a re- 
sult. The battle stiU continues and from 
•the artillery firing -which I hear oil in the 
distance to the northward, it seems pro- 
bable that the flank movement has been 
discovered. Up to the moment the cour- 
ier departs with this dispatch tha Rus- 
sians have not suffered any serious check 
and it seems very probable that the pro- 
phecy regarding Plevna will prove true. 

BnooABiBSX, Sept. 4— The army under 
Grand Diike Nicholas will resume the of- 
fensive shortly, while the troops under ■ 
tho Czarowitch will remain on tho defen- 
siro confronting Mohomot Ali Pasha. 

London, Sept. A Vienna correspon- 
dont telegraphs that tho Russian General 
Richler lias ordered the purchase of 
building material fer barracks for 200,000 
men, one-half of which are to be erected 
in .Bulgaria. 

The Russians oflicially estimate their 
losses nt Schipka at 1200 killed and 3000 
wounded. 

London, Sept. 5.— The Russian official 
account of the fighting at Kadikoi near 
Rastohnksays that on Tuesday a Turkish 
force from Bnstchuk and Rasgard captur- 
ed Kadikqiand oooapied it for a time,bat 
were subsequently driven out with great 
loss, ^ 

Au olllcial dispatch from Prince Merio- 
tiusky says Lovatss has been taken after 
12 hour's fighting despite its natural 
strength, its stong fortification and the 
stubborn resistance of tho Tnrks. 

Bucharest, Sept. 5.— Tho battle at 
Loratz was commenced by tho Turks, who, 
disquieted by the great increase of tha 
Russians before the town, attacked them 
fiercely. The Russians repulsed nine 
successive Turkish assaults and finally 
drove tho Turks hack. Tho struggle con- 
tinued in tho streets until tho Turks wera 
driven out from tho other side of tho town 
in great disorder. They retreated, fol- 
lowed by Gen, Skobeloff'a cavalry bri- 
gade, ■which had by its gallantrjrflartoBl^ 
contributed to the Russian success." 'The 
slaughter was great, especially among the 
Turks. 

CoNsTANTiNopid!, Sopt. 5. — Roulf Pasha 
and Abdul Koi ini Pasha, with tho ox-com- 
mandants of Souliu-i, Sistova and SchiiJka, 
and ton older olBcera, have been banished 
to Lemnez until the termination of hos- 
tilities, the commissioners appointed to 
try them being at present engaged in 
other duties connected with the war.
